Berore addressing the meeting, Mr. 
Beecher read a note stating that the 
prayers of Christians were earnestly 80- 
licited for the conversion of a young man 
endeavoring to escape from habits of dis- 
sipation which have well nigh proved his 
ruin. Mr. Beecher said the young man 
was the son of Christian parents, and had 
Deen the subject of special prayer for 
months. 

A prayer was then offered by a member, 
touching upon the subject. 

The pastor then said: The request 
which I have here for prayer, and for the 
ecovery of one who has stumbled, suggests 
‘o-night the topic of remark—persevering 
and all-conquering prayer. I willread, as 
very fit introduction, the opening verses 
of the eighteenth chapter of Luke : 

“ He spake a parable unto them to this end, 
hat men ought always to pray and not to 
aint. Saying, there was ina city a judge that 
eared not God, neither regarded man. And 
here was a widow in that city; and she came 
pnto him, saying, Avenge me of mine adver- 
ary. And he would not for awhile; but af- 
crward he said within himself, Though I 
ear not God nor regard man, yet because this 
widow troubleth me I will avenge her, lest by 
her continual coming she weary me. And 
hall not God avenge his own elect, which 
ry day and night unto him, although he 
ear long with them? I tell you that he 
will avenge them speedily. Nevertheless, 
























hen the Son of Man cometh shall he find 
aith on the earth,” 

The strength of that parable lies in the 
ebound. God issuperlatively sympathetic 
pnd kind. The unjust judge was supcrla- 
ively wicked and inhuman; and yet, un- 
er the ribs of the man that did not care 
for God nor man there was a nerve which 





ould be found, which opportunity could 
each and develop. Ifthere were a chance 
o touch a responsive chord in such selfish- 
ness as that of this judge, how | much 
vore in God, who is strung all over with 
ensibilities, and is all loving tenderness? 
3ut see what kind of majestic defiance 
vere is in it: “Shall not God avenge his 
wn elect?” “I tell you he will avenge 
hem speedily.” He seems as if he had 
nown the man to have that kind of des- 
berate and doubting faith that did not be- 
ieve in prayer; for he says, “ When the 
Son of Man cometh he shall find faith on 
| Whe carth.” While men believe, they can 
: but forth this prevailing prayer. In the 
| place, in the matter of prayer, is there 
Pwuch a power committed to man? Can 
nan be heard at the source of all power in 
Pp caven and earth, and can the things for 
hich they supplicate be won by pray- 
Yes. “How about the laws of Na- 
Gre?” Well, how about the laws of Na- 
‘ere? You are not to take care of the 
ws of Nature. You are not God’s en- 
incer, He will take care of them. He 
ows more of them than philosophers 
ave found out; and with that knowledge 
chas not only commended prayer, but 
by ten thousand proofs and examples has 
rged ituponus. “ Will God change the 
outse of events for the sake of pleasing 
men” No. When the thing asked 
or is right, and is in accordance 
ith good judgment, he can, without 
by violation of natural law, answer 
prayer. “How?” Thank God, his 
esourees don’t lie in our knowledge-box. 
Te don’t limit himself in the production of 
vents to our knowledge as to how it can 
be done. He stands on the other side of 
bitural laws. I believe in the doc- 
rine unequivocally. And we have 
lie experience that prayer is con- 
onsistent with natural law, as we have 
hat a given seed, being planted, will pro- 
uce a given harvest. If I put wheat in 
he ground, how do I know I shall raise 
heat?

If a parent prays in earnest fora child, 
the parent will himself be transformed. 
The child will be saved, but the father 
and mother will be saved a long time first. 
L have often believed that God builds up & 
large Christian disposition in prayer, and 
fits the supplicant for the accomplishment 
of the work he prays for. You will ask 
me whether all men can be rescued. My 
reply is, all men «wild not be rescued. That 
we see; but the promises to prayer are 
such and the answers to prayer have been 
such as to justify us in the belief in hold- 
ingontomen, Ten thousand instances 
have shown that God “avenges his own 
elect, though he bears with them long.” I 
have known mothers to pray for children 
for years, until their auburn locks lay 
gray on their temples, and all the world 
had given them up but the mother and 
the mother’s God, and finally they were 
saved. I remember the case of a very bad 
man who came to Indiana. He was sev- 
enty years old; right from the midst of a 
New England community, where revival 
after revival had passed over the church 
and community. He had been prayed for 
for years, and had grown up under every 
example and instrumentality, yet uncon- 
verted; he had left this community and 
come to the Godless West—as it was 
called—and under a strange ministry was 
converted in answer to the unceasing 
prayer of his absent mother. I remember 
a Scotchman with whomI labored fora 
week; and, when he broke down under it, 
the first thing he did was to write 
to his mother of his conversion. 
He said he felt it was an an- 
swer to his mother’s prayer, and the 
first thing he did was to write to her what 
the Lord had done for his soul. I have 
seen multitudes of instances of this kind ; 
the parent holding on after one and an- 
other had given them up, and keeping on 
praying, until, at last, the blessed hour 
came and the prayer was answered. One 
child is worth praying a whole life-time for. 
When I have a case like this, Iam not 
always hopeful; for I do not know there 
will always be the prayer of faith by which 
God is moved. I neverhave any doubt of 
the reality of the cognate influence of 
prayer; and I think these men might be 
saved if there was anybody who would suf- 
fer for them, bear with them, carry them, 
work and watch for them, and be unto them 
what Christ was to us—‘ wisdom and sanc- 
tification.” If a man has somebody with 
him in his wicked hours to lift him up, and 
not give him a back-handed lick, and say 
there’s no use—if he has a mother or sister, 
or any one who sticketh closer than a 
brother—he will besaved. If he die pray- 
ing, there is salvation in that prayer. 

A member of the congregation followed 
in some remarks, asking if there was effi- 
cacy in praying for a person whom the 
person praying does not know. Irrespect- 
ive of labor, can we intelligently go to 
God and ask him to convert a soul of 
whom we know nothing? 

Mr. BeecHer.—I don’t know what 
you mean by “ intelligently.” I know we 
can go, and can understand what we are 
about, as respects the benefits to be derived. 
It does not lie in the same channel as 
praying when your sympathies are excited 
and they act back on your supplication. 
The New Testament lays this down, and 
exhorts us to pray for those we are not 
acquainted with. Weare told to “make 
prayer and supplication for all saints, and, 
too, for me.” “ Me” is the antithesis made 
to “all saints” whom you don’t 
know. When you have once obtained 
the principle that prayer is demanded for 
all persons unknown to us, except gener- 
ically, that settles the wholematter. This 
matter may be carried to excess ; but where 
there is one mistake made on the side of 
fanaticism there are ten thousand made 
on the other side. Nobody knows the 
principle on which God hears and answers 
prayer. That God hears and sympathizes 
we know;; the principle on which he does 
it wedon’t knew. We pray as a child 
plays on an organ. He knows there is 
a bank of keys; but he does not see the 
trackers running along, and pitching down 
and away along to where it opens the 
flue. There are a thousand leaders and 
trackers between us and God that we know 
nothing about. We pray, therefore, on 
the simple faith that God is a hearer and 
answerer of prayer. We are commanded 
to pray for specific acts, and commanded 
to pray generally for men. I believe so 
firmly in the vicarious suffering of Christ, 
and the necessity of some one suffering 
for the sins of the world, that I don’t con- 
fine it aloneto Christ. No man ever took 
a step wrong unless some one suffers for 
him in doing it. WhenI see men crushed 
down by their own vices, and others say, 
“Can these men be saved ?” 1 always say, 
“Yes, if there is anybody willing to suffer 
for them, if there is anybody who so loves 
such a man’s soul that he can give his life 
for it.’ Idon’t mean to lay it down; but 
to improve it, to give him the benefit of his 
reason and moral sense. But where we 
stand on our reserved rishts We have so 
much to do we can’t attend to these diffi- 
cult cases. There is not a man who 
perishes but might be saved if there was 
anybody to take his place and suffer for 
him. There is a great harvest, but the la- 
borers are few. The labor is terrific ; but 
let me tell you that the man who saves 
another by his own exertions has doubled 
his own manhood. 








THE SENATE AND REPRESENT- 
ATIVES OF FRANCE.

THERE is One peculiarity, at Icast, in 
which the legislative assemblies of France 
bear a more direct resemblance to Congress 
than to the British Parliament. The talk- 
ing done in the latter is talk addressed to 
business, talk intended to guide and accel- 
erate work. In the French Chamber, as 
in Congress, the making of speeches 
is something quite extranecous—an orpa- 
ment or an excrescence, according as 
you may please to regard it. “ Parliament- 
ary government,” says Lord Macaulay, 
“ is government by speaking.” England has 
parliamentary government; France now 
has it not; the United States never had it. 
In Paris and in Washington the speeches 
are made in one place, the work is done in 
another. In England the speeches are 
made by the men who do the work, in the 
place where they do it, and in order that 
it may be done. Therefore, a spirited de- 
bate in the English House of Commons is 
something quite unique—an intellectual 
exercise, a stimulating delight to minds 
and hearts, pulses and nerves, the like of 
which is not now to be had in any other 
country in the world. 

Now, however, we desire to speak only 
of the two chambers of the French Legis- 
lature. France, like'the United States, 
has a Senate and a House of Representa- 
tives; but the resemblance between our 
chambers and theirs lives in little more than 
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" sccordange with that desire, and, 


the name, The Senate is a body of wr. 


paid dignitaries, who hold their seats for 
life; and, with the exception of those 
who sit by virtue of imperial, military, or 
ecclesiastical rank, are all nominated by 
the emperor. All princes of imperial 
tile, all cardinals, marshals, and admirals, 
are by right of rank members of the 
Senate. At present there is only one im- 
perial prince in the Senate—the eccentric 
and eloquent democrat, Napoleon-Jerome ; 
for the princes of the other Bonaparte 
branches do not enjoy imperial honors. All 
other senators are named by the emperor, 
ugually as a reward for personal or politi- 
cal services, sometimes as 8 mark of 
literary or artistic distinction, prob- 
ally never merely because of any sup- 
posed fitness for the business of law- 
making. When the emperor wishes to 
get gracefully rid of a minister who 
has become useless, he makes him mem- 
ber of the Senate. Where Queen Victoria 
would reward a distinguished author or 
artist with a baronetcy, and the President 
of the United States would make him min- 
ister to the Court of St. James, the Em- 
peror of the French creates him a senator. 
The fecble flatteries of the court poet Bel- 
montet, the lacquey-like devotion of the 
hack journalist and pamphleteer La Guer- 
roniere were rewarded by a call to the Sen- 
ate. The genius of the noble old painter 
Ingres, the scholdrship and critical facul- 
ty of Sainte-Beuve, the political economy 
of Michel Chevalier, were recognized by a 
similar invitation. Naturally, therefore, 
the Senate is inclined to be fervidly Im- 
perialist ; and, as the Senate is not a very 
eloquent body, its expressions of devotion 
are like the lion’s part in “ Midsummer 
Night's Dream ”—“ nothing but roaring.” 
Opposition in the Senate can hardly be 
said to exist. For some two or three ses- 
sions, beginning with 1861, there was, in- 
deed, an opposition of one, embodied in 
the bulky person and the powerful elo- 
quence of the Emperor’s cousin, Prince 
Napoleon. Those were exciting moments 
when the Prince declaimed, and the 
senators goaded him with interruptions, 
yelled and roared athim, and he replied 
with splendid flashes of repartee, outbursts 
of stormy eloquence, and vehement ges- 
tures, An odd, eccentric figure was that 
of the late Marquis de Boissy, husband 
of the Countess Guiccioli, whose gushing 
reminiscences of Byron were lately made 
the excuse for such an odious controversy. 
The Marquis was a wonderful mix- 
ture of shrewd wit and almost idiotic 
buffoonery—a sort of venerable and 
well-educated George Francis Train. He 
was,in his own queer way, eloquent; at 
least, his speeches were always provoking- 
ly interesting to read—he was so outspok- 
en, honest, humorous, and ridiculous. 
Some of the cardinals are naturally elo- 
quent speakers; and there are men in the 
Senate, like Michel Chevalicr, who can 
make @ clear, persuasive speech on some 
practical subject. The marshals and ad- 
mirals do little more than interrupt and 
vociferate. Actual business is never done 
in the Freneh Senate. The Council of 
State, who help the ministers to prepare 
measures, and the bureaux or committees 
do all the work. A curious part of the pro- 
ceedings is the reception and occasional 
discussion of petitions. Every French 
man or woman has a right to petition the 
Senate on any subject; and nothing could 
be more extraordinary and absurd than 
some of the appeals sent in by people with 
a crotchet or a craze—men who want the 
Senate to subsidize a flying machine, or to 
promote a war with England, or to make 
the writing of novels punishable by death, 
or to abolish marriage, or to compel every- 
body to marry, or to do any other extrav- 
agance which might be uppermost at the 
time in some bemuddled brainpan. 


The Senate and the Corps Legislatif do 
not, like the American legislative chambers 
and the English, meet under one roof. The 
French Senate assembles in the Luxem- 
bourg Palace, which stands in the Gardens 
of the Luxembourg, on thesouth side of the 
Seine—those beautiful, romantic gardens, 
the gem and joy of the dingy Latin Quar- 
ter, redolent in every alley and flowerbed of 
the memories of Beranger and his songs, of 
Henri Mtirger’s. madcap heroes and fickle 
heroines, of Victor Hugo’s Jean Valjean 
and Cosette. The Corps Legislatif meets in 
the Palais Bourbon, on the same side of 
the river, but further up toward aristocrat- 
ic regions, divided only by a bridge from 
the Place de la Concorde. 


The Corps Legislatif is the representa- 
tive body. It is elected on the basis of 
universal suffrage and the ballot, one 
representative to every 35,000 electors. 
The honse now numbers some 290 mem- 
bers. The suffrage and the ballot are 
miserable shams almost everywhere save 
in the great cities, for the government 
army of prefects, sub-prefects, and other 
such functionaries is kept in employment 
to manage the elections as much as for 
any other purpose. 

Until very lately no strangers were al- 
lowed to be present at the debates in the 
Senate, while the privilege of attendance 
in the Corps Legislatif has been always 
allowed to strangers who could procure 
an order, and then could manage to squeeze 
and cajole and force their way into the 
miserable little nooks assigned to the pub- 
lic. The appearance of the hall of the Corps 
Legislatif is considerably like that of any of 
the legislative chambers of American states, 
and therefore entirely unlike that of the 
English House of Commis. The debates 
are in general fearfully tiresome affairs. 
Long written essays are delivered, are 
often read from the manuscript, in some 
cases one member who has a voice is 
allowed to read the treatise of another 
member who has not. Every word that 
is uttered, every interruption, almost 
every sound is faithfully recorded in the 
pages of the Moniteur by the official ste- 
nographers. There isa legend that at one 
time these faithful recorders took care 
when 8 speaker had made a joke which did 
not hit to inform the public in print 
that on ne rit pas—“ nobody laughed!” 
But there are speeches made now 
and then in the French Corps Legislatif 
which will compare proudly with the elo- 
quence of any nation’s debate. Berryer, 
the incomparable orator, the model of 
dignity, grace, and power, is gone. The 
news of Montalembert’s death has just 
reached us here; Victor Hugo, his oratori- 
cal rival, is in exile. But Thiers is 
probably the most interesting debater 
(we know of no word which can bet- 
ter express what we mean to say) now 
living in any country. With a miserable 
voice, a wetchedly unimpressive person, 
and extravagant, ungainly gesticulation, 
Thiers compels and fascinates attention by 
his marvelousingenuity of argument, bis 
exhaustless variety of illustration, his 
piercing sarcasms, his happy phrases, 
his ever-fresh and luminous style. Age 
cannot wither him, nor custom stale his 
infinite variety. Perhaps he is the most 
persistently wrong-headed statesman in 
the world ; his ideas in foreign policy, at 
least, would about have suited the age of 





Childeric. Bot it is impossible not to be 
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power of talk, and a speech by Thiers is 
always a grcat event in Paris. Jules 
Favre is the most musical, measured, 
polished of all French _ political 
debaters. His manner would make 
platitudes scem like oracles, and nonsense 
sound like wisdom; and he never does 
talk nonsense or platitudes, but always ex- 
presses high, noble thoughts, in language 
of beauty and splendor. Yet there seems 
something of the originality of the true 
and great orator wanting to this consum- 
mate master of diction and tone; 
perhaps his old colleague, Emile 
Ollivier, far inferior to him in all 
graces of language and manner, could 
show more fiber and force in his speeches 
than will be found in those of Jules Fa- 
vre. Ollivier is a powerful, vehement 
speaker, who can say bitter things and 
give sharp hits, and who feels all the joy of 
the strife,and has an immense, perhaps 
an extravagant, confidence in his own 
genius and destiny. Rouher, the late 
prime minister, was a master of resonant, 
imposing, commanding commonplace. 
Billault, who used, to be the imperial 
mouthpiece in both chambers (the minis- 
ters have aright to speak both in Senate 
and Corps Legislatif), was one of the most 
fluent talkers who ever bewildered an as- 
sembly; even Gladstone could not have 
surpassed him in this gift of tongue. But 
he had no political depth, no true orator- 
ical genius; and, dying prematurely, he 
hardly left an echo behind. Hitherto, in- 
deed, the Second Empire has not created 
any statesmen—except (to cite the famous 
bon mot of Thiers) Cavour and Bismarck. 

There is no limit of time to an orator in 
the Corps Legislatif. He may read and 
talk all this day, and all the next, and 
the whole week, if he likes. But the 
majority have the power of closing up a 
debate after any speech by voting what is 
called Ja cloture—a cruel, despotic weapon 
in the hands of a tyrannical majority. 
Many a time the famous Five, in the heroic 
days when they alone constituted the Op- 
position and kept the light of liberty still 
burning—in the days before “the treason 
of Emile Ollivier,’? when Favre, Ollivier, 
Picard, Darimon, and Henon stood to- 
gether and made Imperialism fear them 
by the sheer force of eloquence and _patri- 
otic carnestness—many a time did that re- 
nowned Five struggle in vain against the 
extinguishing power of the cloture. It is 
hard for us in this country to appreciate 
the desperate tenacity with which a man 
like Jules Favre fought for the privilege 
of making a speech. So long, says Richter, 
as the slendcrest rim of the sun’s light re- 
mains uneclipsed we shall not have the 
darkness. §o long as even one voice can 
speak for liberty, no land need fear a total 
eclipse of her freedom. 

The average of the speaking in the 
French Corps Legislatif is dull, pedantic, 
wearisome. Should the system of minis- 
terial responsibility become a genuine 
reality, then it cannot be doubted that the 
written essays and stale harangucs will 
give place to that keen, dircct, and ani- 
mated eloquence which alway: grows up 
where eloquence has immediate ends to 
serve and victories to win. The one great 
thing to be said of both the French cham- 
bers is that they have never been wholly 
without great orators. They have always 
had speakers who could dispute for their 
country the scepter of eloquence with any 
other country in the world. In our own 
time it may be admitted that neither En- 
gland nor the United States could produce 
five parliamentary orators to surpass Ber- 
ryer, Montalembert, Theirs, Prince Napo- 
Jeon, and Jules Favre. 





OBJECTIONS TO REFORM. 
BY WILLIAM LLOYD GARRISON. 


Tr is not true that whatever public sen- 
timent opposes is reformative in its nature 
or tendency; but it is certainly true that 
every reform, ab tnztio, finds public senti- 
ment arrayed against it in proportion to 
its importance and the dimensions «:f the 
wrong to be overcome. No matter how 
humane may be its spirit, how grand its 
object, how reasonable its claims, how up- 
right and self-denying its advocates, how 
vitally connected its success with all hu- 
man interests; it is ever destined to be 
jeered at by the foolish, hated by the malev- 
olent, caricatured by the vile, misappre- 
hended by the ignorant, slandered by the 
unscrupulous, shunned by the time-serv- 
ing, pronounced demoralizing by the phar- 
isaical, anathematized by the church, and 
resisted by the state. The methods of 
assault are essentially the same in every 
age—from pointing the finger of scorn to 
hot denunciation, from social proscription 
to general infamy, sometimes from the 
gibbet to the stake. The most implacable 
of the assailants are ever found among the 
chief priests, scribes, and pharisees, and 
the rabble; and between releasing Barab- 
bas on the one hand, or Jesus on the other, 
they have no difficulty in preferring a thief 
and a murderer to one in whom there is 
no guile. The objections to every great 
reform are repeated from generation to 
generation, with the same assurance ; yet 
they are without sense, frivolous, illogical, 
untruthful, impertinent, hollow, querulous, 
contradictory, and subversive of all just 
judgment, by attempting to perpetuate 
some hoary wrong or tyrannical exercise 
of power. The air was filled with them 
in defamation of prophets, apostles, “the 
noble army of martyrs and confessors,” in 
the days of old; and from that time to the 
present they have been urged with the 
same insane folly and fanatical zeal against 
all who have attempted to walk in their 
footsteps. But in vain—always in vain; 
for 

* Get but the Truth once uttered, and ‘tis like 

A star new-born, that drops into its place, 


And which, once circling in its placid round, 
Not all the tumult of the earth can shake.”’ 


Was there ever a movement more 
preached against, more cried down by 
popular enmity, more objected to in re- 
gard to the manner of its advocacy and 
the object it had in view, than that of 
anti-slavery? But, now that it has won 
its way to victory, even the most perverse 
would be ashamed to reproduce any of 
the reasons advanced why it should be 
discountenanced and suppressed. For, no 
matter with what learning, or logical 
acumen, or dialectic skill, or religious zeal, 
or power of speech, or gift of persuasion 
men essay to disprove what is true, or up- 
hold what is false, they can never start a 
rational objection, or frame a solid argu- 
ment, or do otherwise than babble; for 
the Divine Author of truth has not made 
it possible for men or angels to build an 
enduring structure upon a baseless found- 
ation. The simplest intellect that in- 
sists that twice two make four is more 
than a match for the proudest mind that 
asserts that twice two make twenty. So 
he who is in the wrong can never be as 
the one who is in the right. “Where is 
the wise? where is the scribe? where is 
the disputer of this world? hath not God 
made foolish the wisdom of this world ?”

But, though 
it is advancing to its final triumph morte 
suspiciously than was anticipated by even 
the most hopeful, it is stil] sabjected to de- 
famatory criticism in many Quarters, and 
treated as meriting nothing better than 
ridicule, contempt, and utter condemna- 
tion. Instead of being candidly met upon 
its merits, all sorts of false issues are raised 
to confuse the mind and divert attention, 
as in similar cases to which reference has 
been made. This isthe jugglery of those, 
chiefly, who are really at their wit’s end 
to find any valid reason why there should 
be any sexual monopoly of the powers of 
government, They may profess what 
they please about*their regard for woman; 
but, in claiming the right to determine her 

“ appropriate sphere,” and what legal pro- 
tection they deem suitable for her, they 
prove that they look upon her as an infe- 
rior being, and therefore as incompetent to 
} assume those responsibilities and perform 
those duties which are accorded to the 
most ignorant and degraded man. This 
is the radical difficulty; all else is easily 
surmounted. Like all other usurpers, they 
are fond of power, however unjustly ob- 
tained, and insist that those over whom 
they hold absolute control are just where 
God and Nature intended them to be. 
Many of them are capable of perpetrating 
any falsehood, circulating any calumny, 
resorting to any trick, to carry their end. 
Though they assume various disguises, 
they are easily detected. If they cannot 
argue, they can throw dirt; if they cannot 
speak in a manly tone, they can be fluent 
in uttering sanctimonious cant. When 
was it ever known that the enemies of re- 
form did not profess the most lively con- 
cern for the proprieties of life, for the 
manners and morals of the age, for the 
stability of government, for the conserva- 
tion of religion? All the while straining 
at gnats and swallowing camels—making 
clean the outside of the cup and of the 
platter, but within full of extortion and 
excess. 

What can be plainer than this? Ifthe 
whole human race “ are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights, 
among which are life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness,” then they are equals 
before God. If, “to secure these rights, 
governments are instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed,” how can one-half of 
the whole people be disfranchised without 
inexcusable injustice? Read the preamble 
to the Constitution of the United States! 
“We, THE PEOPLE of the United States, in 
order to form a more perfect union, estab. 
lish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, 
provide for the common defense, promote 
the general welfare, and secure the bless- 
ings of liberty to ourselves and our poster- 
ity, do ordain and establish this Constitu- 
tion for the United States of America.” 
How cool and preposterous is the assump- 
tion herein embodied? For one-half of 
the entire population have been political 
nonentities from the beginning till now! 
And one man at the polls outweighs them 
all! He assumes the right to make them 
amenable to whatever laws he may choose 
to enact concerning them; to exclude 
them from the ballot-box, the jury-box, 
the legislative chamber, and all official 
stations of trust and emoelument; to tax 
them to any extent without representa- 
tion; to decide what shall constitute mar- 
riage, and what ajust ground for divorce, 
without any regard to their feelings, opin- 
ions, or interest in these matters; to dis- 
pose of the children, in case of divorce or 
separation, as he alone shall think proper ; 
to grant to the husband extraordinary 
power over the person and property of 
the wife, thus kecping her in astate of 
humiliating dependence and servile appre- 
hension; and to make the accidental dif- 
ference of sex a sufficient ground of su- 
premacy in the one case, and of subjec- 
tion in the other, to the end of life. And 
this is the highest point we have reached 
as to our ideal of popular government! 
Yes; no matter what may be the gifts or 
graces of any of the class thus placed un- 
der guardianship, along with paupers, 
criminals, lunatics, and children; no mat- 
ter how strong in intellect, how exalted in 
moral worth, how advanced in scholarship, 
how proficient in art, how eminent in liter- 
ary culture, how affluent in wealth, or 
how remarkable for practical talent and 
executive ability—all these endowments 
and powers weigh in the political scale, on 
election day, less than the dirty slip of pa- 
per which the dirty hand of a dirty male 
sot, staggering to the polls, casts into the 
ballot-box to shape the destiny of the state 
or nation ! 

The consequences arising from such 
usurpation have been universal political 
demoralization as a retributive judgment; 
the enactment of laws neither wise nor 
equitable, which never could have been 
sanctioned by anything like an equal rep- 
resentation of the sexes; an immense loss 
of brain and conscience in the manage- 
ment of state and national affairs; a most 
injurious circumscribing of faculties which 
otherwise might have found unlimited 
seope for development, but which have 
been rendered inactive for lack of oppor- 
tunity and the necessary stimulus; and a 
one-sided treatment of what pertains to 
the general welfare. 

As soon as official proclamation shall 
be made of the ratification of the Fif- 
teenth Amendment, the event is to be cele- 
brated in various parts of the country 
in ajubilant manner. Truly, it will be an 
occasion for devout thanksgiving, for uni- 
versal congratulation, for speech and song, 
for ringing of bells and roar of cannon. It 
will be the celebration of the mightiest 
victory ever yet achieved over oppression 
and the foul spirit of caste. Henceforth, 
complexional distinctions will cease to be 
the ground of civil and political ostracism ; 
but every man, by simple virtue of his 
manhood, shall stand invested with all the 
rights of American citizenship. What was 
once prophecy is now marvelous fulfill- 
ment: 

“ Friends ef the outcast view the accomplished plan, 
The negro towering to the bight of man! 

Now Justice, leagued with Mercy from above, 
Shall reign in all the Mberty of love.” 

But, with all this ground for jubilation, it 
must be discerned as never before that 
until the ban is removed from sex as it has 
been from the color of the skin in regard 
to equal political rights and immunities, 
and all the people have the same means of 
redress and self-protection in matters of 
legislation, a positive wrong yet remains 
to be redressed, an indefensible usurpation 
to be overthrown. The day that shall 
witness the ratification of the Sixteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States to this extent will behold 
the completion of the temple of republican 
freedom, and be attended by the most im- 
posing commemorative displays. I hope 
to live to participate in such a celebration, 
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the liberation and enfranchisement of the 
race so long held in the galling fetters of 
slavery. If this signal act of justice shall 
be (as it undoubtedly will be) consum- 
mated within the next six years, how in- 
spiring will be the centennial anniversary 
since the Declaration of Independence was 
submitted to the judgment of a candid 
world! The light of our example will 
‘then be to other nations as the sun shining 
in his strength, Tuk PEOPLE's govern- 
ment will then be scen to include all who 
inhabit the land, with power equally dis- 
tributed, with representation equally 
enjoyed, with justice equally meted out, 
with none to molest or make afraid. 





SOME ENGLISH QUESTIONS. 
Lonpon, 24th Feb., 1870. 
To Tis EprrTor oF THE INDEPENDENT: 

AN outward calm now reigns in English 
politics, for which unsophisticated ob- 
servers have been not altogether prepared. 
To these it appeared impossible that so 
large a question as that involved in a com- 
prehensive measure for the settlement of 
the Irish land difficulty could be disposed 
of without a fierce and protracted outbreak 
of party feeling. It was confidently ex- 
pected that the government bill would 
either go too far or not far enough. The 
Radicals persuaded themselves that land- 
lord influence in the cabinet would prove 
too strong for Mr. Bright and his friends. 
The Conservatives, on the other hand, 
were alarmed lest Mr. Gladstone should, 
in some form or other, adopt a policy of 
confiscation; and “ confiscation” is, you 
know, a dreadful word in the English vo- 
cabulary. Both parties are, therefore, 
agreeably disappointed by the result. 
The principle of the bill is the recognition 
of all existing rights, whether of landlord 
or of tenant; and, while provision is made 
for the equitable extinction of the latter, a 
machinery is also established for the set- 
tlement, by judicial process or by arbitra- 
tion, of disputes which the parties them- 
selves may be unable to adjust. There is 
a remarkable coincidence between the 
main features of the measure and the rec- 
ommendations made in Mr. George Camp- 
bell’s pamphlet on the same subject; and I 
have reason to believe that the government 
has been largely indebted to that gentle- 
man, who, as chief commissioner of the 
Central Provinces of India, brought an in- 
valuable Indian experience to bear upon 
the not dissimilar circumstances of Ireland. 

It would at present be difficult to say 
whether the land bill will accomplish the 
great object the Liberal party has in view 
—the pacification of Ireland. Iknow this 
much—that the Fenians dread its effects, 
and that down to the present moment it 
has only been received with disfavor in 
that quarter. Believing as I do that the 
measure is an honest one, I have 
faith that it will turn to the side 
of the government that important class 
which, half-disaffected and half-loyal, was 
waiting to see whether Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Bright would fulfill their promises to 
the people. The Irish Church disestab- 
lished and the land question settled, what 
remains to be done? There is the educa- 
tion difficulty to be got out of the way; 
and this will probably be a formidable un- 
dertaking. Mr. Forster’s bill, which has 
been praised by all parties, virtually estab- 
lishes the denominational principle in En- 
gland, although qualified by a very strin- 
gent conscience clause. The advocates of 
a purely secular system contend that the 
government will now find it difficult to 
resist the demands of Cardinal Cullen and 
the Ultramontane party for the adoption of 
denominational education in Ireland—a 
measure which would greatly increase 
and consolidate the influence of the priests. 
So strongly has this been felt in Conserva- 
tive quarters that I believe Lord Cairns 
has advised his friends at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge to consent to the entire abolition of 
the university tests rather than adopt Dr. 
Pusey’s idea of denominational colleges. 
Lord Cairns has logic on his side; for, if 
we adopt denominationalism in one case, 
why not in another? The difficulty in 
Treland is likely to be complicated by the 
fact that the Irish Education Commission 
has reported in favor of Cardinal Cullen’s 
proposals for separate education; and, 
without doubt, those proposals are sup- 
ported by an influential party in the cabi- 
net, who are of opinion that the people of 
Treland should enjoy exactly that form of 
education which is most acceptable to 
them. 

I feel also bound to state that there are 
English politicians—and they are English- 
men to the core—who believe that the 
friendly relations of the two countrics will 
never be firmly re-established until Ireland 
possesses a local legislature. These gen- 
tlemen are in no sense favorable to a sep- 
aration of the union. They are, on the 
contrary, anxious to maintain the authority 
of the Imperial Parliament as representing 
the three kingdoms; but they are of opin- 
ion that it would be a positive advantage 
to the empire, as well as a sure means of 
getting rid of Irish discontent toward En- 
gland, if all questions appertaining to the 
internal government and legislation of the 
sister isle were dealt with by a local legisla- 
ture. Ido not pledge myself to these views; 
but I know they are entertained by some 
of the most enlightened and moderate pol- 
iticians in this country. A straw shows 
which way the wind blows, and this is 
something more than a straw. 

Mr. Forster’s education scheme has 
elicited a general expression of approval; 
but some of its details will, nevertheless, 
be very sharply discussed. For instance, 
the people who believe in compulsory 
education believe in it thoroughly—fanati- 
cally, if you please (for there is nothing in 
this world better than healthy fanaticism). 
They have no faith in that mongrel thing 
which, for want of a better name, must 
be termed permissive compulsion. In a 
word, they have no faith in leaving the 
application of the principle to town or 
country vestries. At this advanced period 
of the nineteenth century it seems absurd 
to talk about there being among em- 
ployers of labor a predjudice against 
education; but undoubtedly such a feel- 
ing exists. The other day I heard an in- 
spector of schools tell of a farmer—a Lib- 
eral too in politice—who “ didn’t see what 
use it was to teach agricultural laborers 
to read or write; although it perhaps 
might be useful if one of them was sent 
to town with a parcel.” Perhaps, if 
this selfish fellow were banished to 
New England for a few years, he 
might return with ideas more worthy of a 
human creature, But farmers do not 
stand alone in their dislike of the school- 
master. I know that one representative 
of the manufacturing interest in the House 
of Commons boasted that “he had told 
the foreman of his factory to give two 
shillings a week extra to any man in his 
employ who would not send his child to 
school.” This was, doubtless, a piece of 
contemptible bombast. The creature had 
too narrow a soul to part with his money, 

even to promote a bad cause; but that the 











doubt?

To the former measure the king is decid- 
edly averse, and to the latter the opposi- 
tion ; but both will doubtless have to yield.

The coming session promises to be a 
stormy one; for Right and Left are mutual- 
ly suspicious, the country is irritated and 
anxious, and the necessity of retrench- 
ment and economy is far more evident 
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Tne Senate, having spent a fortnight ont 
the Funding bill, and failing to amend it 
except in one point, consented toa final 
vote Filiay night. There were severak 
unimportant amendments perfecting the 
committee bill; but the only change off 
real importance was the striking out off 
the section making the interest of a chasg 
of bonds payable abroad to suit the con 
venience of foreign purchasers.” The tall 
against the bill was immense, and tha 
number of amendments offered numerous ¢ 
but in its essentials, except in the partice 
ular named, it withstood all assaults and 
has gone to the [louse for its consideras 
tion. 
The long contest in the Senate has sete 
tled two or three things: a funding bill 
will pass; it will provide for the issue of 
three classes of bonds, bearing interest af 
five, four and one-half, and four per cent.

charters. It is but fair, however, to state 
that some of the oldest, ablest, and most 
influential members of the Honse prefes 
that the bill should be stripped of this secs 
tion. The power to put the option to the

The course of the Senate on the Funds 
ing bill raises a serious inquiry in th¢ 
minds of thoughtful men both in and ouf 
of the Senate.

Sunday Schools, 


SunDAY scHOOLs in Germany encountcr 
obstacles atevery step. The clergy are afraid 
of the innovation ; laymen are not accustomed 
to any of the activities which are the crown- 
ning excellence of our American Christianity. 
The boys and girls are not allowed to attend 
the same schools; and, worse still, they do 
not think the Bible fit for children. Mr. 
Brokelman, the indefatigable missionary of 
the American Sunday School Union, has just 
established a school of 76 girls at the Hotel 
zam Ritter, at Marburg, although he bas been 
six years about it, and succeeded only after 
four distinct and persistent efforts. The 
pastor, Mr. Wolff, is obliged to devote two 








evenings each week to teachers’ mectings— 
one for ladies and one for gentlemen—such 
is the predjudice against the sexes working 
together. Some students have agrecd to 
start a school for boys. A school of 40 has 
also been started at Ems, the renowned water- 
ing-place. At Nassau a school was started 
with great difficulty; but a book is used con- 
taining detached portions of Scripture. 
The cause makes steady progress, and we ex- 
pect to live to sce semi-Protestant Europe 
awakened from its slumber of ages, not more 
through the direct religious instruction of 
the children than by the injection of that 
new life and Christian activity among the 
laity born of the Sunday school idea, 


-...A social reunion of the New York Sun- 
day School Union came off March 10th. The 
opening of their new reading-room and ex- 
change, 15 Bible House, furnished fit occa- 
sion for conference and congratulation. The 
opening address was made by the president, 
Rey. Dr. Ferris, chancellor of the New York 
University. He has been connected with the 
Union for 53 years, and for 30 years its pres- 
ident. He paid just tribute to the work of 
this the oldest Catholic institution in this 
country, and also to the American Sunday 
School Union, of which it is auxiliary. Ad- 
dresses were made by Rey. Drs. Crosby, 
Prime, and Holditch and by Rev. Geo. D. 
Mingins. A bountiful collation was served at 
the close. These rooms are free to all, are 
well-stocked with all Sunday-school period- 
icals, commentaries, and teachers’ helps, and 
are a place of pleasant and valuable resort. Our 
Sunday school friends are largely indebted to 
J. Finley Smith, chairman of the executive 
committee, for this new feature of helpfal- 
ness in the work, 

. Speaking of addressing children, some 
wise man has said in some Sunday school 
column—we forget who or where: ‘* Always 
use the simplest, plainest words—monosylla - 
bles, if possible.”? Use simple Anglo-Saxon 
words, say we, certainly—the more the bet- 
ter, in speaking to any audience; and avoid 
technical terms as much as possible. But do 
not commit the blunder of supposing that 
the average children of our schools are either 
babies or idiots. An attempt to talk in mon- 
osyllables would result in most cases in the 
speaker making himself.ridiculous. Do not 
strain after short words, or attempt baby- 
talk; but aim at simple, concise statement, 
sprightly, sparkling language, and apt illus- 
tration, and you need not fear but the young 
people will catch the idea. But dull, prosy 
talk and vague generalities will be neither 
listened to nor understood, be it in words of 
one syllable or otherwise. 


..The anniversary of the Maryland Sun- 
day School Union, J. S. Griffiths president, 
was held in Dr. Smith’s church, Baltimore, 
Feb. 28th. The union haye employed cleven 
missionaries for portions or the whole of the 
current year, and have organized 137 new 
schools, 29 of which are among the colored 
people. A large number of conversions was 
reported in connection with the schools. 
Some $7,000 was expended. Ralph Wells ad- 
dressed the meeting at length on the value of 
the Sunday school work and the best methods 
of doing it. Rev. Geo. J. Mingins took up 
the missionary phase of the subject and 
handled it in his characteristic manner. The 
meeting was very large and of unusual inter- 
est. A collection was taken up amounting to 
$2,200 in aid of the Union.

Our Western Letter, 


Curcaco, March 9th, 1870. 
To THE EpiTor oF THE INDEPENDENT: 











Some of our Western sects are very 
little understood at the East. The “ Hard- 
shell” Baptists—or, as they are also called 
in derision, “Whisky” Baptists and “Forty 


se enwun: Brethren,” members of the 
sect chiefly known in this country as the 

one to which George Miller, of Bristol, be- 
longs. Mr. Taylor is a man of means, and 
defrays his own expenses, These two gen- 
tlemen have gone to Salt Lake City, with 
the laudable intention of conferring with 
their English countrymen among the 
Mormons. 

I see that General Sheridan has written 
a letter on the Indian question that is cer- 
tain to make a sensation among honest 
philanthropists who do not understand 
Indians. I could, from my own knowk 
edge, point to parallels of every one of 
the devilish horrors which Gencral Sheri- 
dan describes. Before we can have a right 
Indian policy, certain things must be 
changed. 1. The treaty system must be 
abolished. It is utterly corrupt and cor- 
rupting. The Government agents corrupt 
the chiefs; and the Indians, feeling them- 
selves swindled, areembittered. 2. Tribal 
relations must be ignored. They are not 
very binding among the Indians. The 
authority of a chief is very slight until the 
Government recognizes him. Let every 
Indian be treated as an individual man; 
and, if tribes are treated with at all, let the 
consent of the whole people be sought. 
3. All payment of annuities in fire-arms 
and other goods tending to continue a sav- 
age life should be discontinued forever. 
4. Let equal and exact justice be shown 
to them in all dealings. We rejoice that 
the “ Indian ring,” which traded in human 
lives, is dead, and that the Quakers have 
their place. 5. Hostile savages must be 
punished with absolute certainty, at all 
hazards, and with severity. This is the 
only humane course. Give these savages 
—who are savage almost without a parallel 
—a choice between the soldier on the one 
hand and the Quaker on the other. I say 
that, in mercy to the Indian, the plan 
pursued by Sheridan is the true one. 
If a few Indian women and children 
were accidentally or incidentally killed 
in attacking a winter encampment, it is 
much better than that a thousand defense- 
less white women and children should be 
slain with horrors of devilish invention as 
soon as summer returned. Indian women 
cannot cliim to be exactly non-combat- 
ants. Ihave known them to fight, and to 
outrage a dead foe in ways too bad to tell. 
Ihave known, too, besides cases such as 
Gencral Sheridan tells, children crucified 
against the side of a house, a mother com- 
pelied to hang head downward on a fence 
and see her crucified liitle ones burned up 
with the house, Little babies were roasted 
alive in the Minnesota massacres. Beings 
in human shape who use human intellect 
to perform: the deeds of devils must not go 
unpunished. Let us pity them, elevate 
them, civilize them, and, above all, Chris- 
tianize them. But, first of all, we must 
restrain them, as we do other outlaws, by 
fear of the swift and terrible vengeance of 
the law. An Indian is entitled to neither 
more nor less pity or justice than a white 
man, 

Major Powell, the Colorado expiorer, 
lectured in the city last week. The Major 
is a charming ecutleman, of great scientific 
enthusiasm, and he is just closing a suc- 
cessful winter in the lecture-ficld. Marking 
out a new path in popular science, he is 
worthy of the success that he has achieved. 
He holds that geology can be made in- 
teresting to the people without presenting 
it asa menagerie of exhumed monsters; 
that in its relations to the great features of 
natural scenery there is a sublimity which 
can be made to yield matter for a popular 
interest vastly higher and better than the 
gaping curiosity that stares at pictures of 
mastodons and saurians.

the most obvious and generally accepted 
ideas are the most difficult to explain. Our

regard it or respect it for what it is, and 
make this the controlling purpose of life, 
or to refuse thus to regard it; in other 
words, to will according to the law of ob- 
ligation, or refuse so to will. This benev- 
olent attitude of will is love, the fulfilling 
of the law. All forms of virtue are forms 
of this benevolence. 

2. He defines with great clearness the 
good—the summum bonum—which we are 
bound to will or regard; and argues that 
the satisfaction of sentient being—happi- 
ness, mental blessedness—is the only good 
in itself, the only absolute good. From 
this is to be distinguished all relative good 
—that which is good for its uses. 

8. In defining the nature of sin, or wrong 
moral action, President Fairchild’s argu- 
ment shows great freshness and force. 
Others have explained with consider- 
able clearness the nature of virtue, 
making it consist in benevolence, or, 
as it bas been usually but not well 
expressed, the choice of well-being; but 
no one has pointed out with equal clear- 
ness the ultimate attitude of the will in 
wrong action, The common view has 
made the wrong choice just as positive— 
the choice of some end for its own sake— 
as the right action. Some have said it is 
the choice of one’s own good as an end; 
or it is the choice of partial good, instead 
of the general good ; or choosing self-grati- 
fication. All these views are combat- 
ted, and the truth is shown to be 
that the sin lies in the refusal to regard 
the good, the refusal to live benevolently. 
In every wrong act the moral element is 
found to be in the neglect and disregard of 
duty which it involves. “In sinful action 
we find no general comprehensive end 
which is the object of pursuit in all forms 
of evil-doing, corresponding with the good 
of being in right or benevolent action. In 
so far as there can be said to be a chosen 
end, it changes with the changing desires. 
Properly, there is no end which is pur- 
sued on its own account. Desire, passion 
operates rather as a cis a tergo—an impulse, 
moving the will by its own direct force— 
than as presenting an object of pur- 
suit, which the intelligence embraces, 
and which urges to pursuit, by its 
intrinsic character.” The intelligence 
may be used in deciding upon what desire 
to follow, and the means to be employed 
in ils gratification ; but it does not furnish 
the end or principle of action. And, 
whatever the form of sin, whatever the 
life of the wrong-doer, the sin lies in 
the continued refusal to yield to the 
claims of duty. We believe there is great 
practical as well as philosophical im por- 
tance in this new and clear statement of 
the nature of sin. 

4. The chapter on conscience is most 
discriminating and instructive upon a 
vexed and misconceived theme. It clears 
away the obscurities and the confusion 
which are almost universal in the discus- 
sions upon the nature and authority of 
this faculty, and makes it,in its proper 
sense, the sure guide to duty. 

5. Under the different theories of obliga- 
tion the distinction between the utilitarian 
and the sclf-love theories, on the one hand, 
and the benevolent theory of virtue, on the 
other, here maintained, is shown to be 
broad and fundamental. 

Regard for well-being is obligatory, not 
because it tends to secure or promote good; 
but because the good of sentient being is 
valuable in itself, and from the very nature 
of things should be regarded. And the 
ultimate object in benevolent action is 
not one’s own happiness, and the good 
of others as a means to securing one’s 
own; but it is the highest happiness of all 
capable of happiness, because this is in- 
trinsically valuable. 

The discussion of the different theories, 
though brief, is discriminating and ex- 
haustive. It thus sums up the advantages 
of the theory maintained : 

“Tn concluding this brief discussion of 
the foundation of obligation, it may be re- 
marked that the theory of benevolence, as 
comprehending all virtue and haying its 
foundation in the immutable nature of 
things, has this to recommenzd it, in addition 
to its intrinsic reasonableness, that it com- 
bines the ideas of the two great classes of 
philosophers. It accepts the doctrine of 
the utilitarians, that all ultimate good is 
in the satisfaction of sentient being—that 
is, all good which is an object of ultimate 
regard or choice. At the same time, it 
holds, with all classes of anti-utilitarians, 
that the foundation of obligation is in the 
nature of things, and that virtuous action 
is obligatory, independently of all tenden- 
cies and relations. 

“It avoids the tendencies of the selfish 
system, which corrupts benevolence by 
presenting desire of happiness as the only 
motive ofaction; and of the utilitarian sys- 
tem, which at ‘the best degrades virtue 
into the position of a mere servant of 
happiness, having no authority, or ex- 
cellence, or worth, except as it tends 
to promote happiness; while, on the 
other hand, it presents no abstraction 
called right, the measure and the end of 

virtue, which robs it of its warmth and 
soul. The virtue which the theory pro- 
vides for is warm with all living sym- 
pathies, having an object which the soul 
embraces with perennial interests, and 
works for with a strength cheerfully ex- 
pended, but always renewed. It is the 
love which fulfills the law.”

| our knowledge; but how we arrive at this 
| knowledge the philosophers have not yet 
| decided. That we have a real knowledge 
| of material things, through our senses, no- 
| body doubts; but how it is possible for 
| the mind to know matter, or what is the 
i philosophy of perception, is one of the 
| great problems of mental science. In 
; general, the more obvious the fact the 
| more difficult it is to explain the origin of 
, our knowledge of it. And so in moral 
ideas. The distinction between right and 
| wrong is made by every rational intelli- 
| gence. The great facts of duty or obliga- 
| tion all perceive and assume constantly. 
| But the origin of this knowledge—the phi- 
, losophy of virtue and sin—would seem to 
be beyond the reach of science. The 
; opinions and reasonings of the philoso- 
pher seem an endless and self-contradic- 
tory jargon. The very simplicity of moral 
distinctions makes the analysis and expla- 
nation of them difficult. It is the last and 
greatest problem of science to give this 
explanation. The conflict, therefore, in 
the speculations of moralists is not strange ; 
nor is it any indication that there are no 
ultimate or philosophical principles, to 
which the facts of obligation and morals 
; may be reduced. 
The work on Moral Philosophy by Pres- 
| ident Fairchild, of Oberlin College, lately 
published by Sheldon & Co., must be re- 
garded as a real advance toward the solu- 
tion of this problem. The system which 
he presents is,as he tells us, that which 
has grown up in Oberlin during the last 
thirty years, under the hands of the lead- 
inginstructors there. But the author him- 
self has made important contributions to 
the system, and given to it consistency 
and a most rigidly scientific statement and 
development. 

The moral theory in its germ is that 
held by the New England writers gener- 
ally, and that of the new school theology. 

It assumes that moral character can be 
directly predicated of voluntary acts or 
states alone; and that ability is co-exten- 
sive with obligation. These two axioms 
admitted, the rest of the system follows by 
logical necessity. 

1, Beginning with the idea of obligation, 
which is simple and original, the author 
shows that it pertains directly only to acts 
of will, and ultimately to one form of vol- 
untary action—the voluntary regard of the 
good of sentient being, or benevolence; 
and that the only two attitudes of will,

The foundation of all law and all gov- 
ernment is traced to the simple and orig- 
inal obligation to regard the well-being 
of sentient existences according to their 
relative importance.

—Society and Solitude is the name of the 
volume of essays—or, as they are called in 
the title-page, Twelve Chapters—by Mr. 
Emerson, just published by Fields & Os- 
good. The Twelve Chapters are dis- 
courses on Society and Solitude, Civiliza- 
tion, Art, Eloquence, Domestic Life, Farm- 
ing, Works and Days, Books, Clubs, 
Courage, Success, and Old Age. Some, at 
least, of these essays havealready appeared 
in priat; a few we believe were originally 
published in the Dial. Some appear to us 
to have not been very carefully revised. 
We hardly think Mr. Emerson would now 
write, “But so the remoter stars seem a 
nebula of united light; yet there is no 
group which a telescope will not resolve” 
—an illustration which might, perhaps, be 
ingeniously defended as literally correct, 











but which looks very much as if it had 
been written before recent astronomical 





researches and donet to rw a unal- 
tered since. A quotation from “a saint in 
Cromweli’s war,” declaring that “ the best 
courages are but beams of the Almighty,” 
is used twice over, and to the same 
effect, in the volume. The story of 
the barrister in England who 
made forty thousand pounds a year 
by representing the claims of railway 
companies before committees of the House 
of Commons, not because of his legal skill, 
but simply by virtue of his manly accom- 
plishments and commanding social posi- 
tion, is an illustration wortay of a French 
philosopher describing English social life. 
Such little blemishes as these can, how- 
ever, hardly be said to affect the general 
character of this thougatful volume. It 
seems almost superfluous to speak of the 
book asa whole. It is simply Emerson. 
Poetic ideas, philosophical ideas, shrewd, 
sharp, practical idcas, are blended in with 
vague, shadowy reflection and mysticism, 
with epigrams which are curiously para- 
doxical, with dogmas which may well be 
described as platitudes a little exalted. It 
is a dangerous position, that of an accept- 
ed sage. Only a man of Mr. Emerson’s 
rare capacity and rare simplicity of char- 
acter could have sat in the seat of an oracle 
so long and lapsed so seldom into sibylline 
phrensy or into doubtful givings-out of the 
Ato te Hacida kind. One piece of advice 
which Mr. Emerson gives in this volume 
we earnestly invite every one to disregard 
—at least, in this instance. Mr. Emerson 
recommends that no one shall read a book 
that is not a year old; and we, on the con- 

trary, recommend every one to read Society 
and Solitude as soon as he can lay his 

hands upon it. Another of Mr. Emerson’s 
rules for readers—never to read any book 
that is not famed—must, of course, be in- 
terpreted in no literal sense, or, at all 
events, cannot be meant to apply to every- 
body; for, if no one is to read a book 
which is not famed, we fail to understand 
how any new book is ever more to become 
famous. The essay on “Old Age” is 
charming; and will be consoling to those 
who are beginning to look back rather 
than forward. Yet the consolation that at 
fifty years a man has usually made his 
place, if he has any place to make, is 
rejected by instances so many as to create 
quite a large proportion in the biography 
of famous men. At fifty, Dumouriez was 
obscure; at fifty, Palmerston was gener- 
ally regarded as having nothing in him; 
the three greatest works of fiction ever 
written—Cervantes’ “Don Quixote,” De- 
foc’s “Robinson Crusoe,” and Richard- 

son’s “Clarissa”—were written after their 
authors had left fifty years behind them. 
But is not this in itself—and the illustra- 
tions of the fact are almost innumerable— 
a new consolation to old age, although Mr. 
Emerson administers comfort in the other 
way? 

—From the press of the Harpers comes 
Professor Harrington’s edition of three of 
Plautus’s plays for college use. The selec- 
tion is wise; and wise too is it to intro- 
duce the scholar to a specimen of carlier 
Latinity. And then these small, handy 
volumes, wita antique illustrations, are sure 
to be popular, except with those who pre- 
fer the Thersites loquacity of Professor 
Anthon. The notes are brief and good, 
but do not quite suit us. We want less 
low and more high grammar. Why on 
two successive pages (225 and 226) the 
scholar should be referred to “A. &S., 
§ 264, 3” for the rule for the subjunctive 
quod sciam, or why he should be told even 
once the rule, we do not understand. On 
the other hand, scores of peculiar forms, | ¢ 
new to the scholar, need some more _phi- 
losophical explanation than “ obsolete,” 
“old form.” We would have liked, at 
least, enough description of the peculiari- 
ties of our author that the raw student 
shall not think the first word, “Cuptust,” a 
misprint.

But Congress think they 
must talk on some subject; and they, un- 
fortunately for business, choose to talk 
on the finances. But there is one thing to 
be said in their favor: the more they dis- 
cuss a subject the less likelihood there is 
of anything being done by them. Now it 
may very safely be assumed that nothing 
will be done by the present Congress to 
materially change our financial policy, for 
the reason that the House and the Senate 
are directly opposed to one another, as 
may be seen by their action in relation to 
the currency. The House passed a resolu- 
tion in favor of increasing the currency 
fifty millions of dollars, by a vote of 110 to 
85. Immediately thereafter the Senate 
passed a resolution in opposition to any 
increase of currency, without adisscnting 
vote. How, then, are these two bodies to 
agree on any question affecting the 
finances, when they differ so widely on so 
vital a principle as that of the currency ? 
The Funding bill which has passed the 
Senate does not represent the principles 
advocated either by the Secretary of the 
Treasury or by any of the senators. It is 
a@ mongrel compromise, which stands no 
chance in the House, where the proviso 
for reducing the currency will be stoutly 
resisted. In the meantime, it is sufficient 
for the business public that our monetary 
affairs are in @ very favorable condition, 
and moncy is abundant in Wall Street on 
call loans at 4 to 6 per cent. Commercial 
paper can be discounted outside of the 
banks at 7 to 9 per cent., according to its 
quality. First-class paper, of which very 
little is offered in the Street, gocs at 6 to 7 
per cent. 

The great disturbing cause in the 
money market just now is gold; the fall 
in the price within a brief time of ten per 
cent. producing a very demoralizing effect 
upon prices. The lowest point to which 
gold has fallen was 1104, last week ; but it 
sold upon Monday to 1138, and fell off 
again before the close of the day to 1114. 
It is not the opinion of intelligent finan- 
ciers that the price will decline much be- 
tween now and the first of May, for it has: 
reached a point now where it is less liable 
to wide fluctuations than it has been. 

It became cvident last week that the’ 
general stock market had “cut loose” from 
gold, except in Government bonds and 
other gold-bearing securities. ‘The conse- 
quence of this feeling has been a more 
“bullish” tone to the market for specu- 
lative stocks, particularly the railroads, 
which have been strong, thouch still be- 
low the prices which ‘they bore at this 
time last year. 

The Northwestern Road is a special ob- 
ject of attack among the “bulls” and the 
“bears,” the chief point of interest being 
who shali succeed the present directors at 
the clection in June. The Mitchell party, 
it is said, are about to try the experiment 
so successfully carried out by the Gould- 
Fisk party in Erie, of having their role 
perpetuated by legislative enactments, 
without paying any regard to the wishes 
of the stockholders. But the other side, 
who are in the interest of the Baxter- 
Vanderbilt ring, will have something to 
say in any arrangement of that kind. The 
contest for the future control of the Norti- 
western is likely to keep the stock lively in 
Broad Street. 

Pacific Mail is a dismal exception to the 
general buoyancy of the stock market. 
Last year at this time it was selling at 120, J 
and on Monday last it sold at 354. Noth- 
ing but sheer imbecility and knavery could 
have reduced this-once ilourishing com- 
pany to its present debased condition. 
Alton and Terre Haute was selling last 
March at ahout 140, and it is now about 
137. Its condition is greatly improved 
since last year, and the February earnings 
show a gain over the last year of $30,000. 
There is no inflation there. 

‘The N. Y. Central and Hudson River 
earned the last 6 months $12,000,000, and 
its running expenses averaged only 55 per 
cent. It pays 4 per cent. semi-annual 
dividends, and sells at 97 for the consol- 
idated stock and 95 for the scrip. Yet 
people talk of the inflation of prices.

_ DRY GOODS. 


THe-continued fluctuation in gold, and 
the uncertainty of the financial measures 
now before Congress being passed, keeps 
the general market in a very uncomforta- 
ble state of excitement, both for buyers 
and sellers. The movements in domestic 
goods have been Gn a comparatively limi- 
ted scale for the season; and the anoma- 
lous condition of affairs, while leading 
jobbers are selling certain descriptions of 
goods below the prices asked by the man- 
ufacturers’ agents, renders the customers 
who are intown from the South and 
West unwilling to purchase to the full ex- 
tent they had intended. It is very unfor- 
tunate all around that the decline in the 
gold market should have taken place just 
at thistime. If it could have happened 
a month earlier, or a month later, it would 
have been much better for all classes, But 
merchants must adapt themselves to the 
exigences of the occasion, and trust to 
the future. For the present, it looks as 
though there would not be much lower 
prices; but the market is influenced by so 
many contingencies that itis hardly safe 
to make any predictions. The only thing 
of which we can be sure is that gold can- 
not fall below 10 per cent. the next six 
months. The great fall has already taken 
place, and the worst is over. 

At the beginning of the last week there 
was astagnant market in domestic cot- 
ton goods of all kinds, and many of the 
customers who came here with the inten- 
tion of buying large held off to see what 
would happen next. But, as the weck 
wore on, and a check seemed to have been 
given to gold, they began buying quite 
freely, and there was a fair business done. 

The demand for unbleached shirtings 
and sheetings was light; but prices re- 
mained steady for the leading makes, a 
reduction of ¢ a cent. being established in 
some of the lower grades.

The business in imported fabrics of all 
descriptions, with the exception of the 
few choice silks and dress goods required 
for city trade, are dull, though the season 
would be favorable for large sales, and the 
ease in the money market is favorable to 
purchasers. But the great decline in gold 
the past three weeks has so completely un- 
settled the market that jobbers hesitate to 
buy, lest they get loaded up with a stock 
which a further fall in gold would compel 
‘them to part with at a sacrifice. A few 
days of steadiness in gold, or even an ad- 
vance.of two or three per cent., would im- 
part liveliness to the market by giving 
confidence to the trade. The supply of 
goods is fully equal to the demands of the 
season, but not in excess. The city is full 
of customers, who are waiting for a more 
settled market; and all things but the un- 
certainty as to gold are favorable to a good 
spring business. The auction sale last 
week by Townsend & Moretant of Mail- 
lard’s French dress goods was very well 
attended, and the prices were quite satis- 
factory to the importers,

At Enterprise there is a large and very 
fine boarding-house and hotel, known as the Brock 
House—its only fault being its location on the banks of 
Lake Monroe, which causes heavy dews at times. 
Decidedly the best place in Florida for consumptives 
isat Major Marks’ hotel, two miles from Melonville 
and about the same distance from the lake, right 
among the pines. The house is large and the table 
splendid, which is saying a good deal for Ftorida, I 
have come to the lusion to r d this spot to 
my patients, after having visited and carefully exam- 
ined nearly all the places to which invalids are usually 
recommended, Those who desire to know more of 
Major Marks’ hotel can obtain the necessary informa- 
tion by directing a letter to him at Melonville, Orange 
County, Florida.
